Postal Receipts Gain, 

Atlanta showed a gain of almost 11 
per cent in postal receipts during the 
October that has just slid into his- 
tory over the October of a year ago. 
Last month’s receipts totaled $405,- 
782.75, compared with $366,466.81 a 
year ago, a gain of $39,315.94. 

One notable record set was that of

Emperor Bows to Pressure 
From Native Chiefs and 
Warriors. 


(Copyright, 1985, by United Press.) 
ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 5.—(UP)— 


Bowing to pressure from hig impetu- 


ous warriors in the north, Emperor 
Haile Selassie tonight agreed to per- 
mit defense of Makale. 


The emperor's military strategists 


previously had planned to abandon 
the northern caravan center to the 
advancing Italians without a strug- 
gle. Increasing demand for battle 
among chieftains and common sol- 
diers caused a change in plans. 


“We are prepared now for a de- 
fense probably slightly north of Ma- 
kale,“‘wherever and however the tacti- 
cal advantage of the country dictates,’ 
an official told the United Press. 
“However, 
inclined to stake everything in a bat- 
tle at that point which actually is of 
little importance. 

“When the time comes there will 
be a pitched battle on which may 
depend the outcome of the entire war.

MORE DRASTIC LAWS 
TO HALT ARMS SOUGHT 


Munitions Committee To 
Seek Stronger Embargo 
Bans at Next Session. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—()— 
Close scrutiny by the senate munitions 
committee of shipments of raw ma- 
terials to warring Italy and Ethiopia 
injected a new note today in the neu- 
trality stand taken by the United 
States. 


Stephen Raushenbush, committee 
secretary, said information obtained 
by investigators will be included in 
material given to congress next ses- 
sion in a drive for more drastic neu- 
trality legislation. 


Under mandatory provisions of the 
present law which expires February 
29, President Roosevelt embargoed 
sales of arms, munitions and “imple- 
ments of war” to the  belligerents. 
Both he and Secretary Hull also have 
taken steps to “discourage” any trade 
with the combatants, but no absolute 
ban has been. imposed. 


The President's embargo proclama- 
tion did not include such essential 
wartime elements as coal, scrap iron, 
oil, cotton, trucks and automobiles. 


F. D. R. Lacks Power. 


Raushenbush expressed the opinion 
today that under the present law, the 
President lacks the power to extend 
the embargo to euch materials. The 
League of Nations, in its program of 
sanctions against Italy, is discussing 
adding such products as coal and oil 
to its contraband list, but State De- 
partment officials have maintained si- 
lence on whether this nation might in- 
dependently join in su¢h a move. 

The committee, Rausenbush said, 
considers the existing neutrality law 
inadequate, and believes that new leg- 
islation should provide for an embargo 
on loans and credits as well as con- 
trol of all contraband. 


Indicating a belief that there would 
be few attempts to run the United 
States arms embargo, Raushenbush in- 
dicated considerable committee inter- 
est in shipment of materials which the 
administration has “discouraged” but 
has not forbidden. 

““We believe the customs figures are 
not necessarily correct,” he said. “It 
would be perfectly possible for a large 
shipment of scrap iron supposedly go- 
ing from Baltimore to Japan to head 
instead for Italy after clearing port.” 


To Resume Hearings.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 5.—(4)— 
Delegates attending the seventy-sev- 
enth annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association here today 
heard their president, Dr. Frank M. 
Casto, of Cleveland, warn the dental 
and medical professions against the 
movement for compulsory health in- 
surance. 

Much of the president’s annual ad- 
dress was devoted to a discussion of 
socialized health, which he said was 
“the question of the hour for both the 
medical and dental professions.” 

“Of utmost concern to us,”~ Dr. 
Casto said. “is the attitude fe the 
profession toward socialized health in- 
surance. Social insurance is always 
the result of low wages. And there 
was little mention of it in the United 
States until the depression.” 

Dr. Casto said there is big differ- 
ence between the health insurance as 
conducted by the profession, that is 
on a voluntary plan, and social health 
insurance under government control. 

“Social insurance,” he said, ‘is 
founded on the theory that a broader 
drstribution of health services will be 
provided,” Dr. Casto said, “but com- 
pulsory health insurance would only 
mean a lowering of the quality of | 
materials and services.’

From the testimony collected in the 


hearing now being conducted by the 
Atlanta Regional Labor’ Relations 
Board against the Gate City Cotton 
Mills, of East Point, the newly-created 
national board at Washington must 
make the decision that may mean the 
beginning or the end of the act passed 
at the last session of congress, one 
phase of which compels mill owners 
to bargain collectively with labor rep- 
resentatives elected by a majority of 
the employes. 

Highlight of yesterday’s second-day 
session of the hearing before Judge 
Charles N. Feidelson, Atlanta director 
of the board, was the issuing of sub- 
poenas on I. C. Milner, executive vice 
president of the Gate City Mills, to 
compel him to produce two sample 
pay rolls befere Judge Feidelson to- 
day. Before the subpoenas were is- 
sued it was rumored that the 
would resist this action, but Milner 
surprised government attorneys by his 
ready agreement.

A development which may have 
some effect on “back seat driving” is 
an electric speedometer which makes 
possible the installation of more than 
one speed dial in a car: Thus, a pas- 
senegr in the rear seat could have his 
(or her) own speedometer.

000,000. The government figures 
for 1935 are $6,800,000,000, a 6 
per cent increase over 1934, and 59 
per cent increase over 1932.

LENINGRAD, U. S. S. R., Nov. 5. 
()—The arctic regions yielded up an- 
other of their secrets today in the form 
of six islands whose presence in the 
center of the Kara sea had heretofore 
been unsuspected.

5.—#)—The 
great romanticist of the piano, Ignace 
Jan Paderewski, is 75 years old tomor- 
row. And so far as the records show, 
‘one of his most romantie legends is 
still unfulfilled, 

It has to do with his B minor sym- 
phony, composed when the Leonine 
Mane still was pale gold, between the 
years 1904-08, 

When he began the symphony he 
had been married five years to the 
taroness De Rosen, guardian of his 
private life until her death. He was 
at the summit of his ability as pianist, 
and he was then as now ardently pa- 
triotie in the old-fashioned sense. 

The symphony celebrates musically 
the Polish rebellion of 1863-64. There 
|are three movements and the legend is 
that Paderewki planned to compose a 
concluding section when Poland was 
freed. 
| The first movement is entitled “In 
'Memoriam” and the second “Sursum 
Corda”—unofficially at least. The 
third movement is a tonal picture of 
the Polish soul in rebellion against op- 
| pression.

GEORGE NOT 10 CHANGE 
GREEK FOREIGN POLICY 


No Opposition Is Evident; 
Censorship May Be Lift. 
ed Today. 


ATHENS, Nov. 5.—(#)—Restora- 
tion of George II to the throne of 


Greece will not change the nation’s 
foreign policy, General George Kop- 
dylis, head of the government, told 
the foreign press today. 

“Our foreign policy under the king 
will be the same,” he said, “and we 
intend to be faithful to the Balkan 
pact.” 

The regent also expressed a desire 
that new elections be called as early 
as possible. The government feels so 
confident of its contral of the situa- 
‘tion, the newspaper Hestia said, it is 
allowing Alexander Papanastassiou 
and George Papandreu to return from 
exile in a week. 

Papanastassiou, former premier, 
was arrested for circulating a mani- 
festo insulting to Greece's armed 
forces, and Papandreu, leader of the 
united democratic party, was held for 
anti-monarchist activities, 

General Kondylis seems to have 
fully consolidated his own position 
and it is believed in political circles 
he will continue as head of the gov- 
ernment under King George. 

These circles report he may head 
a “consolidated royalist party,” sim- 
ilar to his “patriotic union,” with the 
party taking instructions from the 
king through General Kondylis. 

All forms of democratic opposition 
to the king are reported quieted ev- 
erywhere, and it was predicted the 
press censorship will be lifted  to- 
morrow. 

King George II, ending his exile 
in London, today authorized General 
Kondylis to post and publish this 
proclamation : 

“T shall come to my country. The 
separation has been hard and sorrow- 
ful. I have hatred for no one. 
look forward to the future with con- 
fidence. I am faithful to the regime 
dnd will give all my force for the 
realization of our common sentiments, 
remembering my beloved father, King 
Constantine. 

“My force is love for my people.” 

George probably will sail from Eng- 
‘land about November 13 aboard the 
Greek cruiser Elly, accompanied by 
two destroyers.

GIVES UP TWO BODIES 


Man Who Once Stabbed Ars 
thur Flegenheimer Found 
in Barn Grave. 


MONTICELLO, N. Y., Nov. 5.— 
(?)—Southern New York state's 
“dumping ground” of gangdom gave 
up two more bodies today and police 
sought to link them with the under- 
world revolution that shot Arthur 


(Dutch Schultz) Flegenheimer and 
three of his henchmen out of control 
of the New York city. policy racket. 

The body of a man found in a shal- 
low lime-filled grave underneath a 
barn on a back road near Monticello 
was identified by New York police to- 
day as that of Charles “Chink” Sher- 
man, once accused of stabbing Dutch 
Schultz in a Broadway night club. 
Police promptly named one man they 
sought to question in connection with 
the case. 

Police were also trying to identify 
the body of a man found today in 
Knauth’s lake, near Clarktown, Rock- 
land county. The man apparently 
had been beaten to death with a blunt 
instrument. Identification marks had 
been removed from his clothing. Coro- 
ner John C. Dingman said the man 
was about 30 and had been dead for 
about 10 days. Police sent his finger 
prints to New York and Newark, N, 

. Dolice. 

Sheriff Walter Flynn said he was 
trying to locate for*questioning Jack 
Drucker, son of the owner of the farm 
where Sherman’s body was found. 
Drucker, police said, was involved in 
a Brooklyn gang shooting in 1929. 
There is no charge against him. 

_ Captain Daniel Fox, of the New 
York state police at Sidney character- 
ized the area where the two  hodies 
were found as the “dumping ground” 
for murdered gangsters. 

Police said Sherman reputedly own- 
ed an interest in one or more Broad- 
way night clubs. His police record 
showed several arrests but no convic- 
tions. In January, 1931, Dutch 
Schultz was stabbed in a wild gurf 
battle in a Broadway resort. Sher- 
man was charged with felonious as- 
sault in eonnection with the stabbing 
but was later discharged. 

Sergeant Mangan said he believed 
the killing to be linked with the ecur- 
rent strife for control of New York 
city’s rackets. But Police Commission- 
er Lewis J. Valentine, of New York 
city, said he saw no connection be- 
tween Schultz and Sherman slayings.

Shrieking Blasts of Wind and Marble-Like Floes Fail To 
Stop Antarctic Explorers; Flight Will Be

DECEPTION ISLAND, Antarcti- 
ca, Nov. 4-—(By Wireless.)—The 
motorship Wyatt Earp is at Decep- 
tion Island once again, on the third 
Ellsworth trans-Antarctic flight expe- 
dition, and preparations are being 
made to assemble the airplane Polar 
Star on the deck.

mass, we gave the engine the jingle 
and at extra full speed crushed our 
way for five miles to near the steep 
black coast of Deception island. . 

When we reached the open water, 
the wind sprang up again with renew- 
ed energy. Successive squalls poured 
down from the high cliffs and, using 
the rigging of the Wyatt Earp as a 
lute, thrummed for us an anthem of 
furies. Into the teeth of the wind 
we pushed and on to the narrow har- 
bor entrance. The available passage- 
way is only a cable length wide. Cliffs 
800 feet high rise abruptly on one side 
and on the other treacherous rocks 
lie just below the surface of the shal- 
low water. 

Old Houses Intact. 

An unbroken sheet of flat bay ice, 
12 inches thick and almost as hard 
as marble, completely bridged the en- 
trance.
